$i. 4B deficit planned 

Carbon capture plan going ahead as province 'tightening belts'

Alberta is heading 
towards a $i.4-billion 
deficit at the end of the 
fiscal year, say figures 
from the government’s 
third-quarterly fiscal 
update — but that won’t 
mean shelving its highly 
lauded $2-billion plan for 
carbon capturing. 

Finance Minister Iris 
Evans says setting aside 
money for carbon captur¬ 
ing is a “symbol to the 
world” that the province is 
addressing concerns over 
the oilsands, even in tough 


economic times. 

“Carbon capturing is a 
symbol that’s alive and 
well and those are dollars 
that aren’t being spent to¬ 
day,” said Evans. 

Figures from the update 
also show a $ 3-billion 
shortfall from what Alber¬ 
ta’s finance department 
predicted in April when it 
forecasted a $ 1.6-billion 
surplus. 

Revenues for the 
province are expected to 
be roughly $38.7 billion, 
while expenses are expect¬ 
ed to be at $37.1 billion — 
leaving Alberta with a $ 1.6- 
billion surplus. 

But investments that the 


province made — includ¬ 
ing its Alberta Heritage 
Savings Fund — took a $3- 
billion hit, leaving the 
province with a “techni¬ 
cal” $ 1.4-billion deficit, 
Evans said. 

And that loss doesn’t in¬ 
clude a health-care deficit 
that could be in the hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars, said Evans. 

“Will we have a deficit 
next year? Yes,” said Evans, 
who promised there would 
be no double-digit increas¬ 
es in spending to next 
year’s budget, which will 
be released April 7. 

“We are going to watch 
our spending and that 


means tightening our 
belts. Every minister has 
heard that loud and clear,” 
she said. 

Dave Taylor, a finance 
critic with the Alberta Lib¬ 
erals, says the update 
makes Alberta “right on 
the edge, right now.” 

“Running deficits didn’t 
work for Don Getty in the 
’80s, it certainly won’t 
work in the 2010s,” said 
Scott Hennig, an Alberta 
director with the Canadian 
Taxpayers Federation. 

“I can’t even fathom a 
year ago that we would be 
talking about deficits in Al¬ 
berta. That just blows my 
mind.” 


Meat scare 
boosts local 
kfood sales

Shoppers are keeping 
their trust close to home 
after the most recent liste¬ 
ria scare from a major 
food producer. 

More than 26,000 pack¬ 
ages of Maple Leaf hot 
dogs shipped to Alberta 
and Eastern Canada were 
recalled earlier this week, 
after a warning they may 
be contaminated with lis¬ 
teriosis bacteria. 

Though the Canadian 
Food Inspection Agency 
says no illnesses were re¬ 
ported, local food industry 
experts say a scare alone is 
enough to keep shoppers 
local. 

“It seems that the 
impact on the local indus¬ 
try is positive,” said Grow¬ 
ing Food Security in Alber¬ 
ta spokeswoman Susan 
Roberts. “There’s less 
question and your 
relationship with food is 
quite different when you 
know where it’s coming 
from.” 

Stawnichy’s sausage pro¬ 
ducer Justin Barbour said 
that when at least 20 peo¬ 
ple died from a listeriosis 
outbreak last year, 
concerned customers be¬ 
gan questioning how and 
where their meat is 
produced. 

“We’re not owned by a 
big corporation, and never 
will be,” he said. “That’s 
why people continue to 
support us.” 

A Maple Leaf Foods Inc. 
spokeswoman said Thurs¬ 
day that all the affected 
products had been 
recalled, and that none 
made it to store shelves. 

Maple Leaf recently 
reached a $2 7-million set¬ 
tlement awarded to plain¬ 
tiffs after last year’s 
outbreak.

Lloyd with the Trials, Paths 
and Routes Advisory Com¬ 
mittee in a letter to city 
council. 

Coun. Biyan Anderson 
says the plan will be a hard 
sell to some councillors be¬ 
cause of current economic 
uncertainty. 

The report will go to the 
council’s transportation 
committee next week.

Green drivers have several 
new vehicle options in to¬ 
day’s market, many of 
which can be seen at the 
2009 Edmonton Motor 
Show. 

Visitors to the Northlands 
Agricom got the opportuni¬ 
ty to view the latest green 
automobile, the fully elec¬ 
tric Mitsubishi MiEV. The 


zero-emissions vehicle can 
seat four passengers and 
travels at a maximum speed 
of 130 kilometres per hour.

The trouble with fake guns 






et your 
wallets, or 
I’ll shoot 
her!” yelled 
the gun¬ 
man, as he put his weapon 
to Pat Johnson’s head. He’d 
just walked into the antique 
store she manages in Van¬ 
couver’s swanky Shaugh- 
nessy district. 

When he turned away, 
some colleagues tackled him 


to the ground, sending his 
weapon flying. But the gun¬ 
man’s arrest wasn’t the end 
of the stoiy. When officers 
picked up the gun for evi¬ 
dence, they learned it was an 
imitation — a BB gun, made 
to look just like the real 
thing. 

Of course, that didn’t 
make it any less traumatic 
for Johnson. “A gun’s a gun,” 
she says. “And we were all 
terrified.” 

And it seems, that’s what 
criminals are learning, too. 
Police across Canada say 
fake guns that look real are 
being used in more and 
more crimes. They’re used 
in car-jackings, bank rob¬ 
beries and convenience 
store holdups, too. 


So what’s the attraction? 
Well, for one, young people 
tell us it’s fun to shoot a BB 
gun that looks just like a 
cop’s. And these fakes are 
easy to buy. In most parts of 
Canada, there are no age re¬ 
quirements around who can 
buy a realistic-looking gun. 

Manufacturers sure know 
the appeal of real-looking 
fakes — they’re making 
buckets of money, by getting 
licensing agreements from 
the real gun manufacturers 
to make theirs as real as pos¬ 
sible. 

And criminals know that 
it’s perfectly legal to cany a 
real-looking gun, and no per¬ 
mit’s required to get one. 

For the cops? It all spells 
big trouble. When they get a 


“gun call,” they respond as 
though the person — young 
or old — is canying a real 
gun. In Canada, that’s led to 
unnecessaiy shootings and 
fatalities. 

The federal government 
says it’s looking at the issue 
— a “working group” was 
struck two years ago. 

While we wait for its rec¬ 
ommendations, store man¬ 
ager Pat Johnson has in¬ 
stalled tighter security at her 
shop, so now any “cus¬ 
tomers” have to be buzzed 
in.

Spit study 
offers 
health 
insight 


Bacteria found in people’s 
spit does not vaiy much 
around the world, a surpris¬ 
ing finding that could pro¬ 
vide insights into how diet 
and cultural factors affect 
human health, researchers 
said Thursday. 

Because the human body 
harbours 10 times more bac¬ 
terial cells than human cells, 


scientists are tiying to un¬ 
derstand more about the 
bacteria we carry. 

The human mouth is a 
major gateway for bacteria 
into the body and it contains 
a diverse array of microbial 
species. 

Yet scientists know little 
about this diversity and how 
it relates to diet, environ¬ 


ment, health and disease, 
they added. 

In the study published in 
Genome Research, the team 
sequenced bacteria found in 
saliva samples taken from 
120 healthy volunteers from 
North America, South Amer¬ 
ica, Western Europe, Eastern 
Europe, Africa and Asia. 

Not surprisingly, they ob¬ 


served considerable diversity 
of bacterial life in the overall 
saliva microbiome within 
and between individuals. 

But when comparing sam¬ 
ples from different geo¬ 
graphic areas they found not 
much variation, suggesting 
that bacteria within the 
mouth of a person’s neigh¬ 
bour is likely to be just as dif¬ 


ferent as someone on the 
other side of the world. 

The findings could help 
better understand human 
migrations and populations 
as well as providing back¬ 
ground for future studies 
looking at the influence of 
diet, cultural factors and dis¬ 
ease on differences in saliva 
bacteria. reuters

Behind the masks 

Watchmen avoids the big names

When it came time to fill 
the platform boots of 
Watchmen’s various moral¬ 
ly ambiguous superheroes, 
director Zack Snyder took 
some potentially commer¬ 
cially ruinous risks. 

Big names like Tom 
Cruise had been long 
bandied about, but that 
level of baggage-bringing 
star power didn’t sit well 
with the controversial 
filmmaker, so instead, he 
opted to cast a slew of criti¬ 
cally celebrated but lesser 
known artists. 

This meant bringing ac¬ 
tors to the fold who 
weren’t known for don¬ 
ning latex tights and navi¬ 
gating tricky special ef¬ 
fects; people like Billy 
Crudup (Almost Famous), 
Oscar-nominated former 
child star Jackie Earle Ha¬ 
ley (Little Children), 
Matthew Goode (Match 
Point), Patrick Wilson 
(Hard Candy) and Malin 
Alcerman (The Heartbreak 
Kid). 

Not exactly the roster 
you expect for a comic 
book film — it opens next 
Friday — but then again, 
dismissing Alan Moore’s 
revered graphic novel as 
just a comic book is like 
calling Crime and Punish¬ 
ment a thriller. 

“None of us wanted to 
veer too far away from the 
source material, because 
it’s perfect as it was,” says 
Alcerman, who plays the 
central role of Laurie, a.lc.a. 
Silk Spectre II. 

“But by the same token 
it was frustrating as an ac¬ 
tor when you had an idea 
of how the character 
would react to a situation 
only to learn that in the 
book it was something

completely different, so 
you were chained to that.” 

The more or less faithful¬ 
ly adapted film sees a bat¬ 
tered, bizarre version of 
mid-’80s America, still in 
the grip of the Cold War 
and littered with masked 
vigilantes whose personal 
and social problems leak 
out into their crime fight¬ 
ing work. 

“These are people who 
are convinced they are do¬ 
ing the right thing,” says 
Haley, who plays the film’s 
most unbalanced charac¬ 
ter, the maslc-and-fedora 
wearing Rorschach. 

“Rorschach is a product of 
his childhood, his upbring¬ 
ing and even though he’s 
psychotic, he’s not a bad 
person.” 

One of the pivotal fig¬ 
ures in Watchmen is the 
not-quite-human Dr. Man¬ 
hattan, a former scientist 
who gets disintegrated in a 
lab mishap only to re-parti- 
calize as a blue tinted, 
physically anamorphous 
superman. 

And while that descrip¬ 
tion doesn’t seem much 
like the handsome, unas¬ 
suming Billy Crudup, with 
the aid of special effects, 
he had little trouble filling 
Manhattan’s supernatural 
shoes. “I’ve had people ask 
me how much of the per¬ 
formance is me,” says the 
actor of his digitally 
tweaked turn. 

“It was basically all 
mine. Sure, there was this 
puppet version of me in 
the computer, an exact 
replica of me that’s a dif¬ 
ferent hue, but I was wired 
to it and had complete con¬ 
trol of every facial tick and 


physical nuance.” 

But while Haley may fo¬ 
cus on the less negative 
psychological aspects of 
the Watchmen, co-star Jef¬ 
frey Dean Morgan, who 
plays the effortlessly homi¬ 
cidal Comedian, has a dif¬ 
ferent take. 

“If these guys weren’t on 
the streets trying to save 
people, they’d all be in 
prison ... or worse,” Mor¬ 
gan says.

leak. 

argument FOR: The al¬ 
bum leaked through the 
online store officially used 
by Universal Australia.

ARGUMENT AGAINST: Why 

would the world’s biggest 
record label do something 
that sabotages sales for an 
album by its biggest band? 

for: This was actually 
the second leak. A week 
earlier, it was available on 
Napster Mobile. But since 
no one has ever heard of 
Napster Mobile, it went un¬ 
noticed. Could the Aus¬ 
tralian leak have been a 
mulligan? 

against: U2 manager 
Paul McGuiness is one of 
music’s most outspoken 
people on the problem of 
piracy and illegal down¬ 
loads. He wants ISPs put on 


the hook for money lost 
due to file-trading. 

for: Reaction to Get On 
Your Boots, the first single, 
has been tepid. An album 
leak gets people talking 
about U2. 

against: People will talk 
about U2, anyway. The 
band played for Obama 
and opened the Grammys. 

for: According to Forbes, 
only one-eighth a band’s in¬ 
come comes from album 
sales these days. U2 will 
gross a $250 million from 
its upcoming world tour.

Spaghetti with 
Scallops, 
Asparagus and 
Swiss Chard 

INGREDIENTS: 

2/3 lb (300 g) spaghetti 
1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 
12-oz (350 g) scallops, 
quartered if large 
7 oz (200 g) asparagus, 
trimmed and cut into 1 
1/2-in. (3-cm) lengths 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) grated fresh 
ginger 

1/2 lemon, zest grated and 
juiced 

1/2 lb (250 g) Swiss chard 
leaves, coarsely shredded 
1/3 cup (75 ml) water 

METHOD: 

1. Cook spaghetti in large 
pot of lightly salted 
boiling water according to 
packet instructions. When 
ready, drain. 

2. While pasta is cooking, 
heat oil in wok or large 
frying pan over high heat. 
Add scallops in a single 
layer and cook, turning 
occasionally, about 3 min¬ 


utes or until lightly golden 
and almost cooked 
through. Transfer scallops 
to plate, using slotted 
spoon, and keep warm. 

3. Add asparagus to wok 
with ginger and lemon 
zest. Cook, stirring 
frequently, about 4 
minutes until starting to 
soften. 

4. Add Swiss chard leaves 
to wok and toss lightly. 
Pour in water, cover wok 
and cook about 5 minutes 
until Swiss chard is wilted 
and asparagus is tender. 

5. Return scallops to wok 
with lemon juice and sea¬ 
son to taste. Add spaghetti 
to wok and gently toss to 
mix with scallops and as¬ 
paragus. Serve at once.
